tion, both immediate and long-term, 
and that it plans legislation in a 
number of fields which will protect 
not only man and his environment 


but also the wild life which is this ¢ 


country’s héritage. 


In his address to the Commons 
arising from the Speech from the 
Throne, Prime Minister Trudeau 
declared as one of the basic_prin- 
ciples of his government that “we 
will never sacrifice, in the-name of 
progress, a clean and healthy en- 
vironment to industrial or commer- 
cial development.”’ In line with this, 
there will be a bill to prevent poilu- 
tion of lakes and rivers, and one to 
govern the operation of ‘‘appliances 
that emit radiation.” Automobile 
and truck exhaust fumes are also 
under study. : 


These topics were on the agenda 
of Mr. Trudeau's visit last week to 
New York, where he talked with 
U.N. Secretary-General U Thant on 
an international approach to pollu- 
tion control. This involved “‘a new 
eoncept,” he said, ‘‘an international 
legal regime designed to ensure to 
human beings the right to live in 
a wholesome natural environment.” 

But it was in regard to. the far 
North, and the responsibilities of 
Canada’s sovereignty in the Arctic 
regions, that Mr. Trudeau was par- 
ticularly explicit to Parliament. 

Mr. Trudeau rejected any 
thought of closing the waters of 
the Far North to other nations. 
But at the same time he regarded 
as a “default of Canada’s obliga- 
tions” any welcome to all comers 
“without let or hindrance.” For in 
the latter event it would be impos- 
sible to extend to the Arctic land 
and seas the protection that is. nec- 


‘essary against the danger of in- 


dustrial pollution. : 
The so-called barren wastes of 


supporting a human population, are 
the breeding grounds of millions of 
sea birds. The Canadian Arctic is 
the nesting ground of ali the Greater 
Snow Geese in the world. Four mil- 
lion migratory birds nest on the 
coast of Somerset Island; whales, 


9 seals, walrus inhabit the adjacent 


seas. This natural life depends on 
the existence of an unpolluted en- 
vironment — an environment, says 
Mr. Trudeau, “which only Canada 
can take the lead in protecting.” 


It is clear that this will be a 
prominent feature of Canada’s claim 
to the northern area waters. Action 
along this line would extend protec- 
tion not only for the benefit of 
Canadians, Mr. Trudeau empha- 
sizes, but for all the peoples of the 
world. 


Mr. Trudeau obviously recog- 
nizes, as many other Canadians do, 
that with the rapid increases in pop- 
ulation, growing urbanization, more 
widely spread industrialization, ex- 
ploitation of natural resources here- 
tofore thought inaccessible, and a 
global contribution to contamination 
of air, water and soil, that we face 
a critical threat. 


To guard man’s environment, 
Mr. Trudeau said, “is an act of 
sanity in an increasingly irrespon- 
sible world’. He has pledged Canada 
to follow this course, and his words 
should be marked by all provincial 
governments as well. There are 
many leaders in this country who 
still see dollar-revenue as more im- 
portant than any. other considera- 
tion. Let them be made aware that 
in following this anachronistic pol- 
icy they are out of step withthe 
people of Canada. 


Mr. Trudeau has set the pace 
with his comment on pollution: 
“The present government is firmly 
determined that no such acts of 
madness will be allowed to go on in- 
definitely, at least in Canada.” That 
is a course which all Canadians can

But according to Professor Leon 
Radzinowicz. of the Cambridge Institute 
of Criminology, in_the two years after 
abolition six policemen and one prison 
officer were murdered. This compared 
with 11 pelicemen murdered and no 
prison officers murdered in the previous 
19 years, This evidence was the basis for 
an unsuccessful attempt to make the 
murder of prison officers or policemen a 
capital offence. Since 1966 there have 
been no murders of either policemen or 
prison officials, so this pattern also. is 
inconclusive. 

Professor Radzinowicz argues against 
a continuation of experiment on the 
grounds that there is risk of maintaining 
murder in a permanent’ “under review’’ 
status. He is also wary of having laws 
providing for death penalties that are 
seldom or never invoked, “as, for 
instance, the Pearson government's 
unofficial no hanging policy-"To have 
statutes that are not used must, 
ultimately, make a parody of criminal 
justice.” 

He concludes that -hanging a .few 
people every year* will not. have much 
impact on the murder figures or the:

Instead of Negotiations

JERUSALEM — “There are patterns in 
history,” Moshe Dayan once mused out loud, 
“but these patterns are not necessarily 
symmetrical. They have chinks and loopholes. 
The secret of the Jewish people has been in 
finding these chinks and loopholes.” 


The oil fields of Alaska and the Northwest Passage 
across the top of Canada seem very far away from the 
sweltering heat and turmoil of this holy city. But it’s just 
possible they may-one.day. provide the potential collapse 
of the Arab economies, if and when Western Europe can 
become independent of Middle East oi! by substituting the 
capacity now being proved up in the sub-Arctic. 

Egypt would be the most vulnerable victim of such a 
long-term shift-in—workt-petroleum patterns. Before the 
six-day war, the strength of President Nasser’s position 
was based on two propositions: that. the Suez Canal was 
vital to the economies of Western Europe (this was,.after 
all, why Britain and France went toe war with Egypt in 
1956), and that Egypt's political leverage resided in 
withholding oil shipments to Israel's allies. 


* 


Neither. of these assumptions remains valid. The Suez 
Canal has now been ¢losed for 28 months.-It is filling up 
with sand and-most of the shipping companies which once 
used it have’ launched giant tankers that would by-pass 
the canal, even if it was reopened. 

More important, the Israelis..have built their own 
“Dry Suez’, a dual pipeline which bypassed the canal. 
pumping oil from Eilat on the Red Sea to Haifa on the 
Mediterranean, The project, financed by Baron Edmond 
de Rothschild, of London, already has a flow-through 


capacity of 4.5 million tons a year and a third line is 
under construction. » 

At the same time, none of the Arab countries have 
carried out their threat of boycotting petroleum sales to 
Western countries, They need the royalties too much, 

To make up for the shutting down of the Suez Canal, 
Saudi Arabia’ Kuwait and Libya have turned over about 
$580 million to Egypt from their own oi) revenues, 
and this has become the mainstay of President Nasser's 
floundering economy. 


If Alaskan oi! became competitive in the European 


market, there is speculation here that the Arab 
economies would become so vulnerable that Egypt in 
particular might be forced to dicusss a permanent 


settlement with Israel.

This is a long and slender thread on which to hang 
the possibility of peace and the fact that it’s mentioned at 
all demonstrates how barren the prospects really are. 

My own conclusion is that another war in. the Middle 
Fast is all but inevitable, and if it comes, it will be a 
very much more serious conflict than the last one. The 
Israeli ‘army is now stationed within a day’s striking 
distance of Cairo, Damascus and Amman. Would Russia 
be able to stay out of a situation in which the capitals of 
its three main Middle East allies were threatened?

Cut Into Discs 


Samples from the region of 


the polar change 900,000 years | 


ago were cut up into thin clay 
discs, each of which corre- 
sponded to 1,300 years of 
sedimentation. In each layer 
the direction of the Earth's 
Magnetic field was  deter- 
mined. The results were as 
follows : 

When polarity changes the 
magnetic pole begins to shift. 
Then the poles turn anti- 
clockwise out of their normal 
positions. 


At first their progress is 


rapid. It then becomes slewer | 


until it reaches the position 
vacated by the other pole. The 
North Pole shifts via the west 
until it suddenly becomes the 
South Pole. It takes four 
thousand years to travel haif 
the journey, then the process 
slows. After ten - thousand 
years the poles have moved 
through 170 degrees and the 
remaining shift is completed 
very slowly 

While the poles shift the 
intensity of the Earth's mag- 
netic field decreases con- 
siderably but the Earth's 
magnetism never disappears 
completely 


Others Ditferent? 


One reservation must be 
made. The geophysicists from 
Hanover analysed the effects 
of only. a score or so of the 
changes in polarity, in the 
Earth’s recent past. The 
process of other polar changes 
could have been completely 
different 

Additional observations, in- 
cluding those by French geo- 
physicists, seem to confirm 
the findings of the Meteor 
venture. French findings 
showed that the poles moved 
in an anti-clockwise direction 
but they were not considered 
to be all that reliable as prodf 
because samples came from 
solidified lava: from a volcano. 

The Earth's: magnetic field 
could indeed determine the 
formation of the iava but the 
time factor is never certain 
where voleanic eruptions are 


considered. 
These observations show 
that there is no basis for 


assuming that the magnetic 
poles of the Earth are in any 
way connected with the axes 
of the Earth’s rotation. 

The link between the rota- 
tional axis and the axes of the 
magnetic dipols is at best 
very weak,

The band playéd Tipperary and Mademoiselle from 
Armentiers (hasn't been kissed in 40-years) and to the men 
on parade the music could have meaning. 


For many of us who just stood and watched there was 
meaning. There was grey hair in the crowd, too, the same 
eyes that were on parade, the same mix of sadness and 
resolution in the eyes, the slight shade of embarrassment for 
letting an emotion go. 

They had been.there; they had seen. The women who 
placed wreaths; they had felt. And younger still, those of us 
who perhaps had had friends in school who didn't have 
fathers; we could at least remember something. 

From the program: ‘‘Response by gathering: ‘We will 
remember them.’ ” 

But the children will have to learti to remember. Maybe 
it was for them that‘the archdeacon’s words were spoken, 
maybe they will truly remember:

The Camera Crew Sounded Like the 1911 Cabinet .. 


LONDON—“God, they must 
be scraping the bottom of the 
barrel,’ said my friends when 
I was asked to make a film in 
the ‘One Pair of Eyes’ series 
in color for BBC-2. 

I said to the BBC that I 
would like to make a film but 
not about me: what was 
interesting was private. They 
asked me what I-would like to 
make a 45-minute film about: 
‘About what hell it is to be a 
working mother, what hell it 
is to be. a _ non-working 
mother, what hel] it is to be 
married and what hell it is 
not to be married.’ So the 
film was called ‘Danger, 
Women at Work.’ 

They asked me to write a 
treament, so'I telephoned a 
friend who knew a television 
researcher who said: ‘Con 
your way along like everybody 
else. does and don't worry, 
they'll change it all.’ So that’s 
what I did, but they didn’t 
change it. 

Anyone who thinks that 
being a telly star is glamor- 
ous can take note that my 
film involved being prepared 
for a 25-hour day and eight 
working days a week and 
hanging around doing nothing 
—and being able to do 
nothing else for half . that 
time. I now know why film 
stars gd on about My Last 
Motion Picture, My “New 
Motion Picture and My Next 
Motion Picture—they haven't 
time to think about anything 
else or. do anything else. : 


Frantic Dashes 


After three days of breaking 
appointments at the last 
minute I simply stopped see- 
ing anybody but the film 
crew, cancelled everything in 
my diary and just stuck to the 
shooting script. What I can’t 
understand is why the crew 
didn’t understand the same 
thing. Invariably there were 
frantic dashes to the tele- 
phone in the early evening to 
cancel dinner parties, visits to 
‘Forty Years On’ and wives’ 
evening classes.

Opening Shot 


I was unnerved by the 
opening shot. For some 
reason which to the producer 
seemed, good at the time — 
and which had nothing to do 
with |my original seript — the 
film opens with me in a black 
Merry Widow in front of six 
men I had never even seen 
before, reclining against- a 
padded satin bedhead. And 
then they complained that I 
seemed nervous. 

In another sequence, for 
reasons that:I can’t remem- 
ber, I had to jump out of 
a helicopter in a@ force 9 gale, 
stride without staggering, 
across that same rutted field 
in a see-through black. lace 
dress, and chat to a duchess. 
That duchess had to say only 
one word and it might have 
béen. cheaper to hire a real 
one than an actress. It seems 
that a paid-up Equity member 
on location has to have a 
saloon, a chauffeur, a make- 
up girl and a hairdresser — 
everything except. a field 
lavatory, which is the only 
thing that would have been 
really useful.

CALGARY (CP) — Weary 
of life’s pressures?

A man whose expertise in 
color has made him world-fa- 
mous certainly wouldn't rec- 


, ommend blue bedrooms. But 


then,- Harry Wohlfarth’s bed- 
room carpet is red. He loves 
living and action and has no 
desire to do the blue thing— 
retreat from life and love. 

Prof. Wohlfarth was inter- 
viewed’ on his way home to 
Edmonton from Rome, where 
he recently presented a paper 
SGpporting the long-held theo- 
ry that colors really do affect 
people. 

The fine-arts professor from 
the University of Alberta has 
been studying this for the last 
16 years. He. says he has 
found that colors do cause 
changes in pulse rates, 
breathing rates and blood 
pressure—changes that cannot 


be controlled consciously. 


Yellow is the most stimulat- 
ing, followed by red and or- 
ange, the professor says. 
Darker colors depress—black 
the most, then blue and greén. 

Prof. Wehlfarth warns that 
2 complicated series of tests 
is necessary before any scien- 
tific evaluation of a person's 
personality can be made. But 
his findings make for great in- 
stant analysis: r 


Yellow —for gogo people: 
Yellow stimulates, particu 
larly mentally. An office full 
of laggards could be speeded 
up considerably by splashing 
lots of yeliow paint around.

Lloyd Davey, a visitor in 
Victoria from Burbank, Caii- 
fornia, is a pipe organ consult- 
ant. Indeed, 
it's just pos- 
sible he's the 
only consult- 
ant of his 
kind on the 
North Ameri- 
can continent 
—perhaps in 
the world. 

He’s a sp 
cialist in his 
profe ssion. 
You don't call him in’ to, 
look at any old organ. The 
field he prefers and in which 
he finds his greatest pleasufe 
is the beautiful Aeolian in- 
struments that were status 
symbols in the early years of 
this century. 

You found them in the 
drawing rooms and the music 
rooms of the Carnegies, the 


Duponts, the Chryslers and 
others of their ilk.

Original Aeolians, named 


orchestrelles, were built spe- 
cifically for the residences of

Tt was these last instru- 
ments that were popular until 
the stock crash of the 20s.

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Student Activism Sparks Turkish Establishment Fear

* ANKARA (CP) Student 
revolutionaries in Turkey are 
reported to be arming them- 
selves, and authorities - fear 
that unless concrete steps are 
taken to cool student passion, 
the young activists and police 
could soon be looking down 
one another's gun barrels. 

The police and left-wing stu- 
dent elements have long been 
in a state of mutual distrust. 
The police chaim the activist 
leaders are self-declared revo- 
jutionariés, while the students 
say the police are acting on 
behalf of the “ruling classes" 
and “‘feudais’’ and are out to 
“eliminate” a number of stu- 
dent leaders. 


In_ recent weeks three stu- 
dents have been killed in sep- 
arate incidents in Istanbul. As 
a result, some say they are 
collecting arms in self-de- 
fence. 

In the first iheident, a for- 
estry student died in a clash 
between two groups of stu- 
dents demonstrating for and 
against boycotting the Ishik 
School. of Architecture at 
Istanbul. In the second a stu- 
dent was burned to death in 
an explosion«in the storeroom 
of the National Turkish Stu- 
dents Association. In the 
third, a metallurgy student of 
the Middle East Technical 
University was shot dead by 
an unidentified person who

Crusades 


TORONTO (CP)—A place of 
refuge existed in Jerusalem in 
1096 when the first crusaders 
stormed the holy city and wrest- 
ed it from the infidels. It was 
sérved’ by monks of the Bene- 
dictine order and dedicated to 
St. John the Baptist. 

Tts head, a monk named Ger- 
ard, assisted the crusaders in 
the siege, enlarged the hospital 
and founded the Knights of the 
Order of the Hospital of -St. 
John of Jerusalem. 

Growing wealthy .and milk- 
tant, based first in the Holy 

_ Land, then in Rhodes and fi- 
nally in “Malta, the order was a 
feared and dominant force for 
centuries in medieval Europe. 

Dedicated to mercy, it's 
known now as the Most Venera- 
ble Order of the Hospital! of St. 
John of Jerusalem—more sim- 
ply, St. John Ambulance. It’s 
had a prior in Canada for 60 
yéars and its head is the Queen. 

The history of the first-aid or- 
ganization, whose members in 
trim black uniform with a white 
cross are familiar at every 
public gathering, is told enter- 
tainingly by Eric Hardstaff, a 
member since -1960, in The 
Imperial Oil Review, a. com- 
pany publication. It’s a story of 
self-dedication with not a little 
sacrifice, but Hardstaff makes 
it seem fun.

The under- 
lying issue: Austerity taxes 
imposed three weeks ago by 
the president himself, the gist 
of Thieu's’ first personal 
crisis, 

But why not shave Thieu’s 
head if Thieu ordered the 
taxes, a westerner asked? 
“Because the ministers are 
scapegoats, they can be 


attacked with impunity,” 
came the Vietnamese answer. 
The minister’s“abitity-was not 
considered important. The 
principal was. 


Each députy was allowed 10’ 


minutes at the microphone. 
They marched up in shirt- 
sleeves to speak extem- 
poraneously, and these’ were 
among their first proposals: 

@® The Lower House 
should vote no-confidence in 
the economics and_ finance 
ministers but not challenge 
Thieu’s entire cabinet for 
another two months. If, after 
two months, inflation has not 


been. arrested, the house 
should reconsider the 
question. 


Deputies Rarely Agree 


@® The Lower House 
should do no such thing. On 
Wednesday, 53 deputies 
demanded a no-confidence 
debate aimed at all ministers. 
Singling out two ministers for 
criticism violated the original 
petition and thus was contrary 
to house rules. 


@ The Lower House alone 
cannot: constitutionally vote 
ho confidence in the whole 
cabinet or individual cabinet 
members. Under the constitu- 
tion, such votes require a 
joint session of the legislature. 
But the senate has not agreed 
to sit with the house. 


@ The Lower House 
should vote for a national 
refereudum to determine 


whether the people favor or 
Oppose the new taxes. After 
all, Thieu promised to resign 
from office. rather than 
oppose the will of his people. 
This might encourage him. 
*@ The Lower House should 
forget about doing anything 
and continue the debate. Only 
in that way will the Thieu 
government sense the real 
mood of the nation. None of 
the resolutions thus far pro- 


posed stands a chance of 
passing anyway. 

@ The Lower Howse 
should vote for a_ national 
referendum with Thieu's popu- 
‘Jarity, the only isste. Mean- 
while, the president should 


accept direction from a coun- 


cil of religious leaders. 


Hard to Take Seriously . 


It would be very easy for a 
westerner not to take the 
Lower House seriously. It 
conjures visions of a midwest 
Territorial Assembly in the 
1830s. ‘The huge majority of 
members are less . than . 35, 
and the  oratorical — style 
smacks of Nasser and Castro, 
not Fulbright or Muskie.

‘Reformed’ KKK Head Dragon 


Joins Inter-Racial Campaign 


By DON McKEE 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — As 
a grand dragon of the Ku 
Klux Klan, Calvin Fred Craig 
burned his share of crosses in 
cow pastures and other 
places. 

Now, since he quit the Klan 
last year, Craig gets fired up 
over such un-Klannish things 
as the plight of poor blacks, 
slums, justice in the courts, 
fair taxation. He attends inte- 


grated meetings and pro- 
claims the need fcr non-vio- 
lence. 


And he even digs soul food. 
“T would just like to see the 
| little people—the little prop- 
erty owner, the poor black 
and the poor white—get a bet- 
ter break all around,” said 
the ex-dragon, now involved 
in an inter-racial program to 
fight Atlanta slums. 

“Until some of the injus- 
| tices are corrected, these peo- 
ple aren’t going to be any bet- 
ter off,”’ Craig, 41, said in an 
interview. He talked at length 
of social, economic, racial 
problems and the need for 
new approaches 

This is the same Craig who 


a few years ago was a head 


meeting, 


cheerleader for segregation 
and white supremacy, leading 
anti-civil rights marches as 
grand dragon, or state presi- 
dent, of the United Klans of 
America Inc. 


Craig refused to turn over 
Klan records to the House 
committee on un-American 
activities in the 1965 investiga- 
tion of the various Klan 
groups. He paid a $1,000 fine 
for contempt of Congress, 
while three other Klan offi- 
cials got a year in prison. 
VOLUNTEERS SERVICES 

The new Craig, who avoids 
outright denouncing of the 
Klans, devotes his spare time 
to volunteer voter registration 
and the Mode! Cities program, 

federally-financed program 
to improve blighted urban 
areas, 

Craig is a member_—of the 
Model Cities steering commit- 
tee, and was elected by resi- 
dents of an almost all-white 


_area while still grand dragon 


in early 1968. He is one of five 
whites on the 15-member com- 
mittee. 


“At the 


first committee 
recalled Xernona 


Clayton, a Negro who is chair- 
man of the Model Cities com- 
munity relations division, 
“Mr. Craig moved twice when 
he found himself sifting next 
to a Negro. Now he just sits 
anywhere.’” : 

Craig’s metamorphosis 
began long before he quit the 
Klan." In 1965 he was propos- 
ing a state biracial committee 
—to include him. 

“You can’t solve a. problem 
by only negotiating «with peo- 
ple who believe in the sime 
thing you do,’’ he said. Craig 
got involved-in the Model Cit- 
ies program, he said, becifase 
it afforded a chance for the 
kind of dialogue he sought.

KLAN WAS OPPOSED 


Asked why he quit the Klan, 
he said: ‘“There was some op- 
position concerning my being 
involved in Model Cities. But 
regardless of how you. feel, 
you gotta go to the conference 
table. You can't have violence 
unless you -have all-out vio- 
lence.”’ 

He said he had felt “‘vi- 
olent’” in- the past. “I trained 
most of my people for some of 
the. most violent . . ."' He did 
not finish, but admitted hold- 
ing two bomb-making training 
schools for his Klansmen, 


Craig, who spent at least 10 
years in the Klan, says he be- 
lieves he accomplished ‘just 
about as much” since he quit 
the Klan as he did while a 
member. 

“T don’t agree with a lot of 
people,”’ he said. ‘But at least 
we aren't out on the streets 
hollering at each other.”

UNITED NATIONS (€P) — 
For the 19th time the General 
Assembly has barred Com- 
munist Chinese participation 
in the United Nations. 

The 126-member assembly 
Tuesday defeated the annual 
Albanian resolution calling for 
the replacement of Nationalist 
China with the regime in 
Peking. The vote was 48 for, 
56 against and 21 abstentions, 
including Canada. 

Last year's’ vote was 44 for, 
58 against and 23 abstentions. 

The assembly. voted 71-48-4 
that the matter was an 
important question needing a 

_ two-thirds, majority for pas- 
sage. 

For the first. time, neither 
Canada nor the Soviet Union 
spoke in the debate, not even 
to explain their Vote.

@ — A tendenty to want both new defensive 


(ABM) and offensive (MIRV) systems to he 
discussed. 


No _ authoritative statement has been made. : 


This is natural, given the long. history of 
Soviet secrecy, about defence matters; Western 
observers here assume~it.also reflects a condition 
they consider axiomatic: The division in the Soviet 
leadership between representatives of the Russian 
military-industrial complex who want to maintain 
or increase the rate of weapons development, and 
others who want to limit the-arms race to reduce 
international tension or to use the resources to 
speed economic growth. 

Recent evidence of this division is spotty and 
arttedates the agreement to hold SALT talks, so it 
is probably not epreificall y related. 

Articles by ‘Soviet generals in August and 
September suggested that some military leaders 
think the Soviet Union would-win a nuclear war 
and that.

Not so with Herb Gray. Al- 
though not yet 40, he has 
spent more than half his life 
in politics of one kind or anoth- 
er. As a Grade 13 student in 
Windsor, Ont., his birthplace, 
he was in an intramural polit- 
ical club, and: was active in 
the Liberal Club at the univer- 
sity. 


Senator Paul Martin (L— 
Ontario), long-time Windsor 
Liberal MP for Essex East, 
was his political mentor on 
such subjects as how to win 
election and re-election. First 
elected in 1962, Mr. Gray was 
re-elected with larger vote 
counts in 1963 and 1965. 


Mr. Gray followed the Mar- 
tin route into politics through 
law, and his interest in inter- 
national as well as domestic 
affairs. 


He has described himself as 
a “liberal Liberal,” an ap- 
praisal borne out by his vot- 
ing record and views. 


Stocky, Full of Detail 


He’s a stocky, full-of-detail 
man peering at the world 
through thick-lensed glasses. 
He has something of. Senator 
Martin's warmth of under- 
standing of people, and per- 
haps a special sensitivity to 
achievement traceable to the 
influence of his Ukrainian- 
born. parents. It is reported, 
for example, that when young 
Herb Gray won his first court 
case, defending a youth on a 
difficult charge of motor man- 
slaughter, he wept. 

Sincere and hard-working 
almost to the point of being 
labelled a man lacking 
humor, Mr. Gray has been un-

Flowering Bamboo Enjoyable Rarity 


By HILDA BEASTALL 


The phenomen of the flowering bamboo was mentioned in 
this column when the plants first started blooming in May. 
Since then every new shoot came through the ground with 
flower buds in the sheaths and promptly burst into bloom. 
Even now in November now. stems are ss 
hanging with tiny flowers. 

The strange infrequency of this event 
makes it worth bringing to the attention of 
gardeners. Horticulturalists record that a 
given species will flower once in 40 years or 
so, and when it does, those plants die. 
Propagation is carried on by the seed 
produced. 


Even stranger is the report that the 2 bo % 
same species of bamboo will come into , . 
flowering. wherever it happens to grow. Hilda 


Plants in the eastern hemisphere and in the western, north of 
the equator and south, within a year (to cover the varying 
times of summer seasons) will be recorded as being in 
flower. 

The one flowering locally this year belongs in the 
arundinarias; has narrow bright green leaves and -normally.

Dwarf bamboos which we have under the name of Sasa 
pygmaea in the green and variegated forms have shown no, 
sign of bloom, neigher have the tall -broadleaved species with 
dark green leaves nearly an inch wide. 


_These latter are used as graceful outline plants against 
plain colored walls, by patio pools and Swimming pools. 

Still another unusual! fact about, bamboos in the habit of 
making their total height in one season of growth. 

; ‘hus, whether a bamboo stem reaches ten feet or 6 
inches during its first growing season, its height will never be 
inereased in following years. — 

Side branches may appear in later years, and new leaves 
will be produced, pushing off the old ones in summer. 

Indication of the need for a rich moist soil if tall bamboo 
canes are wanted, is the variation in height of the canes in 
one plant. 

In a dry year they. may be only four feet tall, while the 
same plant is capable. of producing ten footers if liberally 
supplied with plant foods and water. 

The running roots of most bamboos need tight control to 
prevent their taking over the garden, but in paved patio 
areas and in giant tubs-on apartment balconies, bamboos are 
inspiring and elegant if you forget their once-in-a-while 
flowering and dying. It’s not likely to happen more than once

| Many’ years ago I asked 
some 250 adults who had -had 
their tonsils removed in, adult 
life what they had hoped to 
achieve and what they had got 
from the operation. I learned

any, help. The ones who were 
pleased with the results of the 
eperation had been suffering 
often from spells of tonsillitis 
and sore throat.

Nearly Sparked: War 


By BOB BOWMAN 

One of the last week's 
stories mentioned the part 
played by W. L. Mackenzie in 
leading the rebellion in Upper 
Canada in 1837. The first 
mayor of Toronto was easily 
defeated and fled to the 
U.S.A. before establishing a 
base on Navy Island above 
Niagara Falls from where he- 
operated for more than a 

- year, American sympathizers 
kept sending him supplies in a 
ship called “Caroline.” 

While on Navy Island Mac- 
kenzie proclaimed a provi- 
sional government for Canada 
and raided the military post 
at Chippewa. A Canadian 
force led by Allan McNab, 
who later became Prime 
Minister, then went into 
action, set the ‘Carolind!’ on 
fire, and let her drift over 
Niagara Falls. There was 
some fighting in which» an 
American citizen was. killed. 
This almost insignificant 
action nearly caused a war 
between Britain. and the 
USA. in which Canada would 
have been ‘the battleground. 

Some time after the ‘‘Caro- 
line” ingident a Canadian, 
Alexander McLeod, was drunk 
in a New York saloon and 
boasted that he had killed the 
American ‘citizen during the 
action. He was arrested on 
November 12, 1840 and* put on 
trial for murder. McLeod 
protested that he had been 
acting under military orders, 
and Britain demanded his 
release. ; 

There was so much bad 
feeling about the “Caroline” 
and McLeod that Lord Pal- 
merston, British Foreign Sec- 
retary, threatened the U.S.A. 
with “war jmmediate’ and 
+ frightful in its character” if 
McLeod was executed. For- 
tunately McLeod was

acquitted and better relations 
were restored when -Britain 
made a mild apology for the 
attack on the ‘“‘Caroline.”’

The people who were the 
most distressed were more- 
than-usually sensitive people

may a more stolid person 
would not even notice. All I 
could tell them was that no 
harm would come to them as 
a result of their post-nasal 
drip, and that the best thing 


to do was to accept it and try | 


not to let it bother them. 

A true sinusitis is easy to 
diagnose because, usually with 
a cold, or perhaps after 


swimming in a tank, the | 


person gets a pain over one of 


the sinuses. Later, when pus | 


is discharged, he gets well. 
A good idea for those people 
with a tendency to sinusitis 
who smoke is to stop smoking, 
because the smoke irritates 
the lining of the nose and the 
sinuses and interferes with 
their self-cleaning action.

In other words, the ‘“‘domino 
theory’’ in this part of the 
world is less worrisome than 
the~ “law of diminishing 
returns." 

This attitude partly reflects 
an awareness that the Chinese 
Communist threat, such as it 
was, has receded within 
recent years ag a result of the 
disruptive effects on China of 
Mao Tse-tung’s cultural 
revolution and Peking’s pre- 
occupation with a growing 
Soviet threat. 

Moreover, many Asian 


Not Less, But More Profits 


In the Philippines, for 
example, the same politicians 
who perennially decry the 
U.S. air foree—and naval 
installation there privately 
concede that an American 
pullout would dislocate the 
local economy in several 
ways. . 

First, a withdrawal would 
deprive the country of some 
150 million dollars per year 
currently being spent by the 
United States ‘to maintain its 
bases. 


Secondly, with U.S. dis- 
engagement, the Philippines 
would have to bear the burden 
of its own defence, which at 
present represents only a 
fraction of the government 
budget. 


In addition, huge U.S. sums 
sweeten the economy through 
black market and gther 
rackets connected with the 
American military presence. 


Pullout to Cause Unemployment 


What percentage of this 
money has lined official Thai 
pockets is anyone’s guess. It 
is unknown, among--- other 
things, how much the Thai 
government paid peasants for 
the real estate it resold-to the 
United States for the ‘bases. 
The U.S. and purchases ran 
to more than three million 
dollars. 

“The American . withdrawal 
from Thailand, now beginning, 
is expected to cause un- 
employment as well as an 
erosion of the _ country’s 
balance of payments position, 
which has been weakened 
lately by an extensive import 
program. | 

Similar problems face South 
Korea, Taiwan and _ other 
places that have been cashing 
in on the Vietnam war. Even 
booming Hong Kong_ sourly 
greeted President Nixon's 
“peace plan’’ last week with 
the calculation that it would | 
cost local tailors and prosti- | 
tutes 70 million dollars a year 
if it works. 

The biggest crunch, of 
course, Will come in Vietnam 
itself, where U.S. spending not 
only was made the rich richer | 
but has seeped down to the | 
lower social levels, especially 
in the cities.

Therefore, despite its 
nationalistic rhetoric, the 
Philippine establishment is 
not only trying to keep the 
American bases but would 
like to lease them to the 
United States in order to gain 
a bit more profit. 

In Thailand, the United 
States spent roughly 500 
million dollars to build. six 
major air bases and has put 
nearly twice that amount into 
the country to operate the 
installations since 1965. These 
amounts include neither aid to 
the Fhai army nor the money 
brought into Bangkok's vast 
collection of nightclubs, 
hotels, massage parlors “and 
other recreational facilities by 
American troops on leave} 
from Vietnam.

~ Everything | Say Turns 
Into Land Mine: 


LONDON (CP) Prince 
Philip is beginning to fear 
that everything. he says turns 
into a land mine. 

His latest comment and his 
brush ‘with reporters has 
raised questions whether the 
Queen’s consort will be as 
free and easy about his public 
remarks as he has been in the 
past. 

The Queen is known to be 
unhappy about Philip’s public 
airing ofthe royal financial 
problems though an informant 
said there is no truth- to 
published speculation that her 
advisers had considered atf- 
tempts to squelch his United 
States television comment. 


In that pre-recorded pro- 
gram, aired in North America 
and Britain last Sunday. 
Philip said the palace goes 
into the red next year and 
that the Royal Family might 
have to move out of Bucking- 


ham Palace into smaller 
premises. A palace official 
said later that Philip was 
joking about the possible 
move,

public comment and debate in | 


Britain on whether Parlia- 
ment should provide the 
Queen with an immediate 


financial increase.

LONDON (Reuters) — An 
English aristocrat was forbid- 
den Wednesday to sell a fam- 
ily heirloom—an oak table on 
which King James I is said to 
have knighted a loin of beef.

The guard mounted at the Cenotaph, heads, bowed over 

reversed arms, shivered. When there were silences they were 
formed around the splash of the fountain and the restlessness 
and small voices of children, hundreds of children. 


The children, there were so many of:them, could notthave . 
the remémbrance of the lines of veterans drawn up by the 
harbor, The veterans ‘all have grey hair now and they 
marched slow and easy behind the Naden band. 


The band played Tipperary and Mademoiselle from 
Armentiers (hasn't been kissed in 40 years) and to the men 
on parade the music could have meaning. 


For many of us who just stood and watched there was 
meaning. There was grey hair in the crowd, too, the same 
eyes that were on parade, .the same mix of sadness and 
resolution in the eyes, the slight shade of embarrassment for 
letting an emotion go. 

They had been there; they had seen. The women who 
placed wreaths; they had felt. And younger still; those of us 
who perhaps had. had friends in school who didn’t. have 
fathers; we could at least remember something.
